HOW EFFECTIVE ARE NEIGHBORHOOD CRIME WATCH PROGRAMS? 

Although serious crime has declined in the District of 
Columbia, Neighborhood Crime Watch Programs probably have had 
little impact on this drop, according to a study by Jeffrey 
R. Henig, Associate Dean of the School of Public and Internation¬ 
al Affairs at The George Washington University. 

"There is no clear evidence that crime has dropped more 
rapidly in participating blocks than in those that are not 
participating," Henig said. "Nor do reports show that crime 
drops more rapidly in blocks with active watches than in those 
with inactive watches," he continued, challenging the notion that 
crime watch programs are the long-sought key to safer communities 
for all District residents. 

The crime watch programs are not without benefit, however, 
according to "Citizens Against Crime: An Assessment of the Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch Program in Washington, D.C.," published by GW's 
Center for Washington Area Studies. Neighborhood residents 
often strongly support the watches, believing they make people 
feel more secure and build better relationships between police 
and the community. A neighborhood that can mobilize its resi- 


(more) 
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dents and maintain a functioning block watch has every incentive 
to do so, Henig said, since the cost at the neighborhood level is 
slight. 

Neighborhood Crime Watch Programs are supposed to reduce 
crime by encouraging residents to act as the "eyes and ears" of 
the police. Mayor Marion Barry stressed the importance of such 
activities as part of his "Unified Program to Reduce Crime," 
announced in 1981. The District's Police Department reports that 
more than 60,000 households are participating in the watch 
program. 

The crime watch report presents the results of a pilot 
study of neighborhood watches in Washington's First Police 
District. Among other findings, the report states: 

♦Watches are more likely to be formed in more prosperous, 
gentrifying blocks and in those with a higher percentage of 
white residents, than in poorer, crime-ridden neighborhoods 
that would seem to have a greater need. 

♦A significant minority of those blocks with neighborhood 
watch signs no longer have active organized watch programs. 
Some may have participated in only a most limited way. 

♦Most block watch captains believe the watch program has made 
residents feel more secure, and many believe the program has 
succeeded in deterring criminals. 

From the standpoint of police officials, Henig believes the 
neighborhood watch program might be judged worthwhile, even if 
evidence cannot support that it leads directly to reductions in 
crime.

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"It is a worthwhile program that can be helpful in some 
neighborhoods,” Henig says, "but it is not the cure-all that 
overly enthusiastic exponents have suggested. If a real dent is 
to be made in crime and if the needs of all neighborhoods are to 
be met, other substantial initiatives must be designed and put 
into effect.”

GW TO ACCEPT PROPOSALS ON HOSPITAL

The George Washington University will invite appropriate 
investor-owned health firms to submit proposals for the purchase 
or long-term lease of GW Hospital. 

The action was taken today, by the University Board of 
Trustees, following receipt of a year-long feasibility study 
which defined standards and conditions by which University Medical 
Center officials would maintain control over policy and operation 
of the Hospital in the event of an ownership change. 

The company selected would be required to provide a signi¬ 
ficant infusion of capital to maintain and enhance the hospital 
facility and its technological base. 

Proposals will be requested, in the next few weeks, from 
American Medical International (AMI)—which participated with 
GW in the study—and from other similar organizations that meet 
the qualifications and agree to the conditions established. 

The study was completed in late 1984 by GW Medical Dean 
for Administrative Affairs, Philip S. Birnbaum, who combined 
the work of four committees which reviewed the implications—on 
education and research, clinical affairs, hospital operations, 
and fiscal operations—of a relationship with an investor-owned 
company. 
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The qualifications set for a corporation to lease or purchase 
the hospital include: 

o Ownership and operation of at least 50 acute care 

hospitals, at least one of which is comparable in size 
to GW Hospital; 

o Financial size and strength to generate working capital 
to support the hospital. 

Negotiations can begin if an investor-owned hospital company 
agrees: 

o To the management structure recommended by the study 

findings, which places responsibility for hospital policy 
and operation in a University-controlled governing board; 

o To retain the existing medical staff organization, 
by-laws, rules, and regulations; 

o To retain non-academic hospital employees without loss 
of compensation or seniority for at least one year; 

o To a commitment to develop a regional health care network 
with George Washington University Medical Center as its 
center; 

o To provide capital for the Hospital to continue education, 
research and patient care needs; 

o To a "buy-back" option to permit the University to regain 
ownership in the event of unforeseen difficulties.

HOW EFFECTIVE ARE NEIGHBORHOOD CRIME WATCH PROGRAMS? 

Although serious crime has declined in the District of 
Columbia, Neighborhood Crime Watch Programs probably have had 
little impact on this drop, according to a study by Jeffrey 
R. Henig, Associate Dean of the School of Public and Internation¬ 
al Affairs at The George Washington University. 

"There is no clear evidence that crime has dropped more 
rapidly in participating blocks than in those that are not 
participating," Henig said. "Nor do reports show that crime 
drops more rapidly in blocks with active watches than in those 
with inactive watches," he continued, challenging the notion that 
crime watch programs are the long-sought key to safer communities 
for all District residents. 

The crime watch programs are not without benefit, however, 
according to "Citizens Against Crime: An Assessment of the Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch Program in Washington, D.C.," published by GW's 
Center for Washington Area Studies. Neighborhood residents 
often strongly support the watches, believing they make people 
feel more secure and build better relationships between police 
and the community. A neighborhood that can mobilize its resi-

dents and maintain a functioning block watch has every incentive 
to do so, Henig said, since the cost at the neighborhood level is 
slight. 

Neighborhood Crime Watch Programs are supposed to reduce 
crime by encouraging residents to act as the "eyes and ears" of 
the police. Mayor Marion Barry stressed the importance of such 
activities as part of his "Unified Program to Reduce Crime," 
announced in 1981. The District’s Police Department reports that 
more than 60,000 households are participating in the watch 
program. 

The crime watch report presents the results of a pilot 
study of neighborhood watches in Washington’s First Police 
District. Among other findings, the report states: 

*Watches are more likely to be formed in more prosperous, 
gentrifying blocks and in those with a higher percentage of 
white residents, than in poorer, crime-ridden neighborhoods 
that would seem to have a greater need. 

*A significant minority of those blocks with neighborhood 
watch signs no longer have active organized watch programs. 
Some may have participated in only a most limited way. 

*Most block watch captains believe the watch program has made 
residents feel more secure, and many believe the program has 
succeeded in deterring criminals. 

From the standpoint of police officials, Henig believes the 
neighborhood watch program might be judged worthwhile, even if 
evidence cannot support that it leads directly to reductions in 
crime.

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"It is a worthwhile program that can be helpful in some 
neighborhoods," Henig says, "but it is not the cure-all that 
overly enthusiastic exponents have suggested. If a real dent is 
to be made in crime and if the needs of all neighborhoods are to 
be met, other substantial initiatives must be designed and put 
into effect."

GW TO ACCEPT PROPOSALS ON HOSPITAL 

The George Washington University will invite appropriate 
investor-owned health firms to submit proposals for the purchase 
or long-term lease of GW Hospital. 

The action was taken today, by the University Board of 
Trustees, following receipt of a year-long feasibility study 
which defined standards and conditions by which University Medical 
Center officials would maintain control over policy and operation 
of the Hospital in the event of an ownership change. 

The company selected would be required to provide a signi¬ 
ficant infusion of capital to maintain and enhance the hospital 
facility and its technological base. 

Proposals will be requested, in the next few weeks, from 
American Medical International (AMI)—which participated with 
GW in the study—and from other similar organizations that meet 
the qualifications and agree to the conditions established. 

The study was completed in late 1984 by GW Medical Dean 
for Administrative Affairs, Philip S. Birnbaum, who combined 
the work of four committees which reviewed the implications—on 
education and research, clinical affairs, hospital operations, 
and fiscal operations—of a relationship with an investor-owned 


company. 
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The qualifications set for a corporation to lease or purchase 
the hospital include: 

• Ownership and operation of at least 50 acute care 
hospitals, at least one of which is comparable in size 
to GW Hospital;

From the standpoint of police officials, Henig believes the 
neighborhood watch program might be judged worthwhile, even if 
evidence cannot support that it leads directly to reductions in 
crime.

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"It is a worthwhile program that can be helpful in some 
neighborhoods," Henig says, "but it is not the cure-all that 
overly enthusiastic exponents have suggested. If a real dent is 
to be made in crime and if the needs of all neighborhoods are to 
be met, other substantial initiatives must be designed and put 
into effect."

GW TO ACCEPT PROPOSALS ON HOSPITAL 

The George Washington University will invite appropriate 
investor-owned health firms to submit proposals for the purchase 
or long-term lease of GW Hospital. 

The action was taken today, by the University Board of 
Trustees, following receipt of a year-long feasibility study 
which defined standards and conditions by which University Medical 
Center officials would maintain control over policy and operation 
of the Hospital in the event of an ownership change. 

The company selected would be required to provide a signi¬ 
ficant infusion of capital to maintain and enhance the hospital 
facility and its technological base. 

Proposals will be requested, in the next few weeks, from 
American Medical International (AMI)—which participated with 
GW in the study—and from other similar organizations that meet 
the qualifications and agree to the conditions established. 

The study was completed in late 1984 by GW Medical Dean 
for Administrative Affairs, Philip S. Birnbaum, who combined 
the work of four committees which reviewed the implications—on 
education and research, clinical affairs, hospital operations, 
and fiscal operations—of a relationship with an investor-owned

The qualifications set for a corporation to lease or purchase 
the hospital include: 

• Ownership and operation of at least 50 acute care 
hospitals, at least one of which is comparable in size 
to GW Hospital; 

• Financial size and strength to generate working capital 
to support the hospital. 

Negotiations can begin if an investor-owned hospital company 
agrees: 

• To the management structure recommended by the study 

^ findings, which places responsibility for hospital policy 

and operation in a University-controlled governing board; 

• To retain the existing medical staff organization, 
by-laws, rules, and regulations; 

• To retain non-academic hospital employees without loss 
of compensation or seniority for at least one year;

$800,000 for cancer research projects and related equipment 
from the estate of Dr. Frederick John Cullen and Marie Stone 
Cullen.

The George Washington University's School of Government 
and Business Administration has announced it will offer a 
master's degree in taxation beginning in the Fall, 1985 
semester.

MERIT PAY FOR TEACHERS? (Education item) 

Years ago, students would show their teacher appreciation 
with an apple. Today, however, rewarding teachers is a challen¬ 
ging task, moreover, for administrators deciding whether to 
establish a merit pay system. School systems should approach 
the idea cautiously, according to John F. Lobuts, associate 
professor of management science at The George Washington 
University, and Carol Pennewill, research associate. They co¬ 
authored a forthcoming article in American Secondary Education # 
and conclude that the implementation of a merit pay plan "is 
more likely to destroy morale, increase jealousy and create 
general dissatisfaction than it is to facilitate an improved

AN Rx FOR CUTTING HOSPITAL COSTS? (Business/Marketing item) 

If hospitals advertised the quality of care they provide 
and their prices, the high cost of hospital care might be 
curbed. In an economic analysis, Warren Greenberg, an economist 
and associate professor of health services administration at 
The George Washington University, made this conclusion. In 
the December, 1984 issue of Business and Health . Greenberg 
says, "...the increased dissemination of quality information by 
hospitals...can be significant...in reducing costs, as well as 
improving the quality of care in the medical marketplace." He 
admits this suggestion won't completely cure the problem, but, 
he contends, it should help.

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These celebrations of religious expressions through sound 
and music originated in the 15th century. Inspired by the great 
sage, Tsonkhapa, who introduced his enlightened Buddhist 
practices to Tibet after years in India, the home of Buddhism, 
these sacred rituals are performed using exotic wind and 
percussion instruments. 

Throughout history, public performances by Tibetan monks 
have been rare,but recent Chinese intervention in Tibet has 
forced many monks into exile, causing their traditions and 
rituals to face extinction. As a result, the lamas reversed 
their traditional practice of secrecy, and are now allowing 
certain chants to be heard in public. 

The monks' visit to Washington is part of a coast-to-coast 
tour which began in New York City on March 20 at the American 
Museum of Natural History. They have been appearing before 
sold-out audiences in cities across the nation.

DISTINGUISHED SCHOLAR MIRCEA ELIADE 
TO SPEAK, RECEIVE DEGREE AT SPECIAL G.W. CONVOCATION, APRIL 18 

Dr. Mircea Eliade, widely recognized as the world's leading 
scholar of comparative religions and one of the leading inter¬ 
preters of myth, will address a special convocation at The George 
Washington University, 7:30 p.m., Thursday, April 18. 

Dr. Eliade, who is the Sewell L. Avery Distinguished Service 
Professor at the University of Chicago, will speak on "Technolog¬ 
ical Man, Religious Man," and will receive the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Letters in a presentation from GW President Lloyd 
H. Elliott. The event will take place in Building C, 2201 G 
Street, NW, Room 108. 

Born in Bucharest, Romania in 1907, Dr. Eliade received 
a philosophy degree from Bucharest University in 1928 with a 
thesis on "Italian Philosophy, from Marsilio Ficino to Giordano 
Bruno." From 1928 to 1931 he traveled and studied in India 
where he spent six months practicing Yoga at a traditional 
ashram. In 1933, at the University of Bucharest, he completed a 
doctoral thesis on Yoga, which was later revised for publication 
as Yaga;_ Immortality and Freedom .

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Among his other major works are Cosmos and History; the 
Myth of the Ete r na l- Return; Patterns in Comparative Religion ; and 

Z .al mo xis;_ the Vanishing God . His epic novel. The Forbidden 

Forest . received high critical acclaim. 

Professor Eliade has been a professor on the University of 
Chicago's Committee on Social Thought since 1957; he as served on 
the university's faculty since 1964, teaching History of 
Religions. He taught at Bucharest University in the 1930s and at 
the Ecole des Hautes Etudes in Paris from 1945 to 1956. The 
recipient of numerous awards, he was named a member of the French 
Royal Academy of Language and Literature in 1977 for his literary 
works. In 1984, during its 75th anniversary celebration, the 
American Academy of Religion honored him at a banquet citing him 
as "a towering scholar and a distinguished man of letters" and 
thanking him "for his distinguished contribution to the study 
of religion." 

Dr. Eliade is currently working on the third volume of 
his work of synthesis. The History of Religious Ideas , and 
serving as chief editor of the projected 15-volume Encyclopedia 
of Religions, soon to be published by Macmillan. 

Professor Eliade is at GW this week in connection with a 
special topics course, Mircea Eliade: Scholar, Critic, Poet. A 
reception will follow the convocation.

LOWER HOSPITAL COSTS, BETTER CARE MIGHT RESULT 
FROM NEW FEDERAL RULING, ACCORDING TO G.W. PROFESSOR 

Hospital costs should go down and the quality of care 
should improve because of a new federal regulation which gives 
the public access to information on hospital performance, says 
Warren Greenberg, an economist and associate professor of 
health services administration at The George Washington 
University, Washington, DC 

The new federal ruling comes on the heels of the 
publication of a new book. Incentives vs. Controls in Health 
Policy: Broadening the Debate, (American Enterprise Institute), 
to which Greenberg contributed an article dealing with the 
issue of information access. 

The new regulation mandates the formation of Professional 
Review Organizations which will be responsible for reporting 
matters such as hospital admission and discharge procedures, 
mortality rates, post-operative infection rates and volume of 
surgeries.

LOWER HOSPITAL COSTS, BETTER CARE MIGHT RESULT
